Two masked men robbec 


the Nachusa House, Galena 
avenue, early this morning of 
approximately $425. 


Armed with one gun be 


tween them, the pair silently 
held up the night clerk on 
duty and escaped with $300 
in bills, $125 in change, and an 
untold numlaer of checks. 


The robbery occurred at aboui 


3:15 a.m. when the two men enter, 
ed the hotel through the front door 
as night clerk E. P. Bates, 63, was 
sitting in the lobby reading. 


According to Dixon Police Chief 


Prank Tyne, the night clerk didn't 
know the men were in the hole 
until they were about to approach 
him. 


Describes Robbers 


When they got inside the vesti- 


bule door, said Bates, he heard 
them. He loofted up and they came 
toward him. 
i 
Bates described the robbers as 


being in their twenties, of the same 
height, 6 feet, and weighing be- 
tween 130 and 150 pounds. They 
wore blue overalls and shirts, dark 
denim caps and dark suit coats, 
he added. One of the two was arm- 
ed with a short barreled black 
gun. Blue handkerchiefs 
covered 


their faces. 


They told him to get up and keep 


quiet, Bates said. -One man stuck 
the gun into the ribs of his back 
and asked for the keys to the cash 
drawer. 


One said that they "didn't want 


to hurt an old man," that he should 
do as he was told. 


Bates then handed over the cash 


drawer key, which was in his 
pocket, according to Chief Tyne. 


The masked pair, said to be dark 


complected, marched 
the night 


clerk behind the hotel desk and 
proceeded to open the cash drawer. 


They''emptied the proceeds of 


the day's receipts from the till and 
took a small green box, containing 
money from the cash.drawer. 


Sent to Elevator 


Then they instructed Bates to 


walk to the elevator. Telling,him 
to step inside the elevator with his 
back toward them, they closed the 
elevator door from the outside. 
.On further instructions, Bates 
started the elevator up to the 
fourth floor when the pair tapped 
the elevator door. 


AH during the holdup, one other 


man was in the lobby with Bates 
and the robbers. He was asleep 
through the entire affair, accord- 
ng to Hotel Manager Gordon Om- 
men, who was summoned to the 
hotel by the night clerk after po- 
ice arrived. 


Police identified the man as Don 


O'Brien, aJjusinessman from Chi- 
cago. 


When Bates reached the fourth 


loor, he woke Charles Eskbaugh, 
an employe and resident of the 
hotel.

just after midnight for the March 
8, 1951, slaying of A. J. Sendemer, 
Bexar, county road employe who 
had sought to stop a service station 
holdup in which Miers took part. 


Grant Stay 


The State Board of Pardons and 


Paroles granted the 72-hour stay 
late Tuesday night after Miers' 
lawyer telephoned board members 
he had found a hitherto unknown 
eyewitness to th« slaying. 


At San Antonio, where members 


of the Calvary ^Missionary church 
had prayed for more than 2,000 
consecutive hours that the youth's 
life might be spared, the Rev.

Although Sen. Taft of Ohio, ma-

NEW YORK (let— How to cut 


costs of doing business—without 
running into objections from labor 
on the one hand and without cut- 
ting services to customers on the 
other—is fast becoming a top prob- 
lem of industry. 


A redoubled attack on it is re-

.Cost cutting is an immediate 
problem because operating costs 
have been* rising so fast that, 
bumping against high taxes and 
price controls, they many times 
have reduced profit margins seri- 
ously.

paarable circumstances involving George Spelvin, American. Inter- 
nal Revenue says if Spelvin got an expense allowance of $50,000, he 
must prove up on every dollar or pay a tax on the unproved portion. 
On top of a salary of $100,000 a year, as in Truman's case, that would 
be taxable in a very high bracket. The tax would just about wipe out 
any money that he was trying to knock down. 


For some reason so shameful that even Truman has not been 


branen enough to argue the matter, Congress decided that Truman 
need not give any account of this $50,000. And with regard to an- 
other expense allowance of $40,000, Congress provided that the presi- 
dent should be permitted to account for it "on certificate" only. 
That means that he "certifies" that he spent it all on legitimate of- 
ficial expenses. No questions are asked. The Internal Revenue takes 
his word. But why dosn't the fellow come clean? All the rest of us 
do. What is he hiding? 


Informally, 
the administration — 
— 


has explained that the purpose here- 
is to save the president the onerous 
work of poring over bills and 
check-stubs and proving to a penny 
exactly what he did with the mon- 
ey. To hell with that. Make him 
prove up the same as we all do. 
And let's see how much is left. 
The leftover money should be ours. 


The President has all the secre- 


taries and bookkeepers he could 
possibly need. He doesn't have to 
pay their salaries," either. We pay 
their salaries for making out his 
tax returns or we would if he made 
out the same kind of returns that 
we make out. 


Incidentally, on a personal note, 


my accountant is at this moment 
working on my tax returns in this 
room and all the costs of this are 
paid by me. The fee is now a de- 
ductible business expense, but back 
in Henry Morgenthau's day, when 
the Roosevelts were raking in mon- 
ey by the bale and "settling" their 


loans" at one cent or two cents 


on the dollar, the Internal Revenue 
would not let me deduct the ex- 
pense of getting up my returns. 
Morgenthau's men said I was a 
person, not a business. Thus my 
return was "personal."

To get on with the story, Tru- 


man has had the use of that Key 
West winter rasort, maintained by 
us taxpayers, free of charge, every 
winter since 1945. A caretaker and 
watchman of my acquaintance was 
compelled to pay income tax on $30 
a month on the Use of a small 
house which he occupies on the pre- 
mises for the "convenience" of his 
employer. This "convenience" is 
a Treasury term. 
But when I 


asked George J. Schoeneman, the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
who disappeared last winter in the 
grand galloping exodus from the 
treasury, why they didn't make 
Truman pay in lieu of rent on Key 
West, on Blair House and the White 
House, he could 'only say, "The 
President's 
duties 
follow 
him 


wherever he goes." 
His Chief 


Counsel gave the same meaningless 
answer. I said I was Truman's boss 
and he didn't have to go down to 
Key West for all those vacations on 
my account. I said he ought to be 
clipped for a dam good rent to 
reimburse me for painting, invest- 
ment and all such. 
They both 


laughed. They thought it was fun- 
ny that their agent had clipped a 
poor watchman for arrears of 
eight or nine years at $30 a month 
of theoretical rent previously waiv- 
ed by the Treasury and that I, as 
a taxpayer, now demanded that 
Truman should pay income tax on 
the same principle. 


Truman thinks that when a man 


becomes President he is precious 
and privileged. He may have got, 
that from Roosvelt who certainly 
had royal notions. And Roosevelt's 
old lady ran up a fabulous expense 
on .us when she was queening it 
over the old rat-run .on Pennsylva- 
nia avenue and never even both- 
ered to sign the tab:. You couldn't 
possibly learn within millions what 
a bill'that household of grafters and 
drunks ran up on us. 


The .special plane that whipped 


Truman to Key West and wherever 
else he wanted to go was paid for 
beyond his1 regular travel allow- 
ance. • We paid for his household 
services outside'those allowances. 
They have so much hired help 
around the White'House now that 
they don't even pretend to keep the 
payrolls straight.

Most Victims of Glandular 
Fever Recover Fully Soon 


A correspondent who says that 


she is 82, writes, "I have had vari- 
ous sicknesses -and nothing but 
worry to lower my resistance for 
years." She adds that she has suf- 
fered from mononucleosis and just 
does not seem to get over the ef- 
fects of that disease, and her other 
troubles. 


This failure to get over mononu- 


cleosis is rather surprising, and 
one might suspect, therefore, that 
she either has some other trouble 
or some complications which keep 
her from regaining good health. 


Infectious 
mononucleosis, 
or 


glandular fever, as it is sometimes 
called, seems to be getting more 
common. It is probably one of the 
virus diseases and like so many of 
them its symptoms are variable 
and its course not alike for all peo- 
ple. 


The symptoms may develop eith- 


er suddenly or gradually. A general 
feeling of distress, loss of appetite 
and vague pains here and there 
are common. Some fever is usual

The answer is that 
the player who consistently makes 
an extra trick when it is both pos- 
sible and safe to do so will wind 
up at the end of the year with 
thousands of point more than the 
player who drops those extra tricks.

but it is not often high. Nausea, 
vomiting and a little pain in the 
abdomen are common. 


Symptoms occur too in 
the 


nervous system. Enlargement of 
the lymph glands in the neck and 
other parts of the body are fre- 
quent; it is this which gave it the 
name, glandular fever. 


It is the blood, however, which 


shows the changes which make the 
diagnosis. The number of white 
cells in the blood is increased. 
When the blood is smeared on a 
glass slide, stained and' examined 
under the microscope, it will show 
a peculiar type of cell which was 
once- called a "monocyte" and 
which is responsible for the "mo- 
nonucleosis" part of the name. 


Except for these cells and a 


complicated special test of the 
blood called the heterophile anti- 
body test, the symptoms of infec- 
tious mononucleosis are similar to 
a great many other conditions. For 
this reason the diagnosis is often 
long delayed and sometimes not 
made at all. 


COMMON IN YOUTH 


Infectious mononucleosis is par- 


ticularly common in young people. 
It occurs frequently in military 
life. In most cases complete re- 
covery comes after a few weeks. 
In some, however, fever and a run- 
down feeling last for months. Occa- 
sional serious complications are re- 
ported, but fortunately, this is the

available. One or more of the new- 
er antibiotics may prove helpful, 
but this is by no means certain. 
The possibility that this disease 
will become more severe and more 
widspread as time goes on cannot 
be ignored.

Better Highways Should Be 
Top Goal, Says Stevenson 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. I* — Gov. 


Adlai E. Stevenson told the Illinois 
Legislature today that completion 
of the highway rebuilding program 
should be the. top goal of the state 
in the immediate years ahead. 


The outgoing Democratic gover- 


nor, in a parting message toHhe 
new General Assembly, also said 
the government he is turning over 
to Republican control is in good 
financial shape. 


But he sounded a note of caution 


in saying that Illinois faces a "fi- 
nancial dilemma" because of ris- 
ing government costs. 


Stevenson submitted a list of sug- 


gestions which he labeled as im- 
portant goals for the future. They 
dealt chiefly with roads, mental 
hospitals, education, prisons and 
civil service.. 


Highways First 


On top of the heap he placed 


the Highway improvement pro- 
gram, which he said is the "most 
urgent of the immediate tasks con- 
fronting the state." 


At the same time, he advised 


the GOP dominated assembly to 
resist any 
move "-to radically 


alter" the five cent state gasoline 
tax and increased truck license 
fees, which now produce 20 million 
dollars a year more than before 
A lively battle over this issue is 
expected in the Legislature. 


Stevenson said in his message 


prepared, for a joint legislative ses- 
sion that the amount of cash on 
hand will be a major factor in the 
lawmakers' decisions, during their 
six months session. 


Faces Dilemma 


"It is clear," he declared, "that 


Illinois faces a financial dilemma 
arising from the mounting costs of 
its traditional services despite the 
continuing high level of revenue 
yields from existing taxes. 


"The situation calls for prudent 


management and careful selectiv- 
ity hi the allocation of available 
resources." 


Stevenson said the administra- 


tion of Republican Governor-elect 
William G. Stratton will have a .60 
million dollar general revenue sur- 
plus when the new two year budget 
period begins next July 1, 


After amounts are subtracted for 


existing commitments that must be 
carried over in the next budget 
however, the unencumbered bal- 
ance will be about 40 million, com- 
pared with 113 million which ex- 
Gov. Dwight H. Green reported in 
his final message four years ago, 


Stratton will outline his legisla 


live program in his inaugural mes 
sage next Monday. 


Some 
of Stevenson's m a j o r 


recommendations stemmed f r o m 
recent riots at Menard Penitcntl 
ary, lor.g s.. trouble spot in the 
state's penal system. A disorder 
there caused him to interrupt his 
presidential campaigning Oct. 31 


Calls for Laws 


The governor called for laws to 


cover riots, destruction of prop 
erty and* seizing or threatening 
guards within the prisons. He saic 
it would serve as a deterrent to 
further 
outbreaks and facilitate 


prosecution 
of convicts 
inciting 


riots. 


He also said the division at Me 


nard should be moved and that the 
prison should be gradually aban 
doned or some of the buildings 
modernized. 


All prison personnel, from war

Ice Fishermen Find Bluegills 
Are Biting at Chain of Lakes 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. — (J) — Ice 


fishermen at Fox Chain of Lakes 
are snagging blucgills at an aver- 
age rate of about 15 each. 


The Chain's hot spots in this cold 


winter sport are Myers Bay in 
Pistakce Lake and Stanton Bay in 
Fox Lake. Marie Lake in general 
is also rated good and the south 
end of Channel Lake also gets 
promising notice. 


The appraisal comes from Mau- 


rice Whitacre, a state fisheries 
biologist who resides in Murphys- 
boro. He's having his first contact 
with ice fishing enthusiasts by con- 
ducting a daily creel census on the 
Chain. 


Here arc random items from his 


observations: 


Four men snagged 150 bluegills 


in four or five hours on the south 
tip of Channel Lake. 


The greatest concentration ot 


sportsmen noted was 300 counted 
at Myers Bay. A party of two to 
four fishermen in an afternoon 
averages from 50 to 60 bluegills 
weighing about three to a pound. 


Preferred baits are wcedworms 


from the goldenrod plant, hell- 
grammites, corn corcrs and small 
spoon lures • jiggled about a foot 
from the bottom. 


Most fishing is being done in 


shallow shoreline water because 
fluctuating temperatures and wind 
action have kept many of the 
lakes from freezing over com- 
pletely. 


The winter sport gains in popu- 


larity if the trend among bait 
dealers is an index. They used to 
close in the icy season. ^Jow they 
stay open and offer suitable baits 
and equipment and line of hot 
coffee and .sandwiches. 


The equipment includes four foot 


poles, ranging from a hickory 
switch selling for about 7.5, cents 
to a deluxe glass job 'at two dol- 
lars. Ice anglers are limited by 
law to two poles with one \ hook 
each fished through hole with dia- 
meters not greater than a foot.

Coaches Recommend Ruling 
To Eliminate 'Sucker Shift' 


WASHINGTON—(B—In a move j next Monday, Tuesday and Wednes- 


to discourage what is popularly 
called the "sucker shift," college 
football c o a c h e s have recom- 
mended one of the most radical 
rules in years.

handling the ball from center. He 
is now Ineligible.

Hope for Unlimited TV Fades; 
NCAA Code May Be Stricter 


WASHINGTON (to-Notre Dame 


and the University of Pennsylvania 
brought their fight for unrestricted 
football television to the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association con- 
vention today, but apparently "they 
faced another losing battle. 


The NCAA's TV committee is 


prepared to propose a program 
just as strict, if not stricter, than 
last year's and a sampling of 
opinion among the some 400 mem- 
ber colleges shows a big majority 
behind it. 


In 1952 the NCAA permitted one 


nationally televised game a week 
but permitted a few regional tele- 
casts in sellout circumstances. 


Two Plans Expected 


Ed (Moose) Krause, athletic di- 


rector of Notre Dame, and Francis 
Murray, who holds the same posi- 
tion at Penn, were scheduled to 
arrive today with individual plans 
for wide open television. 


Krause will present a 10-point 


program calling,for the lifting of 
all barriers. Murray has a different 
proposal calling for unrestricted 
television with one third of the 
proceeds going into a special fund, 
supervised by a board, for setting 
up scholarships. 


Neither has much chance of 


passing. Neither does the plan, of- 
fered by the Big Ten and the 
Southeastern Conference, to take 
the matter out of the NCAA's 
hands and put the controls up to 
regional bodies. 


Mont Favor Total Ban 


The' convention voted, 163-8, for 


limited-television a year ago and 
backed the 1952 g.ime-a-week plan 
by 185-13 in a mail referendum. 
Most colleges are in favor of ditch- 
ing, TV altogether. The NCAA is to 
submit its report Thursday for con- 
vention action Saturday.

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Anti-Filibuster Fight Is 
Seen as Doomed to Fail

WASHINGTON OB— The fight of 


the 19 Democratic and Republican 
senators to make it easier to 
smash Southern Democrats' fili- 
busters against civil rights bills 
was pretty well foredoomed. 


They want the Senate, here at 


the start of its 1953 business, to 
adopt all the old rules under which 
it has been operating except one: 
The one which makes it practically 
.impossible to stop a filibuster. 


Only an optimist could have be- 


lieved they'd win. 


An examination of the rule which 


is causing all the argument will 
show that, if the effort of the 19 
senators fails, there's not much 


policy for rational men. We know 
this, but we dare not assume that 
others would not yield to the temp- 
tation science is now placing in 
their hands. 


"With that in mind, there is 


something I would say, to Stalin: 
You claim belief in Lenin's pro- 
phecy that one stage in the de- 
velopment of Communist society 
would be war between your world 
and ours. But Lenin was a pre- 
atomic man, who viewed society 
and history with pre-atomic eyes. 
Something profound has happened 
since he wrote. War has changed 
its shape and its dimension. It can- 
not now be a 'stage' in the devel- 
opment of anything save rum for 
your regime and your homeland." 


Truman said he is resuming 


"most gladly" his place as a pri- 
vate citizen and he spoke of the 
"friendly and understanding col- 
laboration" he has had from Eisen- 
hower and his associates in work- 
ing for an orderly changeover of 
administrations. 


Wishes Success 


"The President-elect," Truman 


declared, "is about to take up the 
greatest burdens, the most com- 
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pelling responsibilities, given to 
any man. And I, with you and all 
Americans, wish for him all possi- 
ble success in undertaking the 
tasks that will so soon be his." 


As for his administration, Tru- 


man said: 


"As the very least, a total war 


has been averted, each day up to 
this hour. And at the most, we 
may already have succeeded in 
establishing conditions which can 
keep that kind of war from hap- 
pening, for as far ahead as man 
can see." 


Truman said it was the first

While 64 of the 96 senators could 


stop a filibuster against a motion 


to bring up a bill, there's no ma- 
chinery at all in the rules for 
breaking a filibuster which the 
Southerners would start any time 
anyone tried to change the rule.
